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IN THE CLAIMS: 

1. (Cancel) Topica l tr e atm e nt of psoriasis w i th formu l at i ons (cr e ams, 
g e ls, . . .) to accomp li sh non phys i o l og i c h i gh concentrations of Ep i d e rma l Growth 
Factor (EGF), wh i ch can down r e gu l at e th e e xpr e ssion of th e EGF R e c e ptor. 

2. (Cancel) Psor i asis tr e atment w i th top i ca l formulati ons, conta i n in g EG F 
in conc e ntrat i ons of 0.01 to to 50 m i crograms/gram. 

3. (Cancel) Top i ca l formu l at i ons conta i ning 0.5 - 20 m i crogr a m EGF/gram 
of formulat i on. 

4. (Cancel) Top i ca l cr e ams, containing 0.1 3% su l fadiaz i ne and 0.5 - 20 
m i crograms EGF/gram for th e tr e atment of psorias i s. 

5. (Cancel) Top i ca l formu l at i ons, cont ai n i ng ant i inf l ammatory products, 
i n comb i nat i on w i th e pid e rma l growth factor. 

6. (Cancel) Top i ca l formu l at i ons, conta i n i ng EGF i n combination w i th 
ant i i nf la mmatory products and oth e r d e mato l og i ca ll y b e n e f i c i a l products, for th e 
tr e atm e nt of pror i as i s. 

7. (Cancel) Top i ca l formu l at i ons, conta i n i ng 1Q | jg EGF and 1% of 
sulfadiazin e for the tr o atm o nt of psor i as i s. 

8. (Cancel) Syst e m i c tr e atm e nt of psor i as i s pati e nts with 0.001 — 43 
m i crogram of EFG/kg. 

9. (Original) Topical and systemic treatment of psoriasis patients with 
precursor molecules of epidermal growth factor, such as fibroblast growth factor. 
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10. (Original) Treatment with products, with similar biological action as 
EGF, such as urogastrone or fractions of the EGF molecule. 

1 1 . (New) A method for treating psoriasis in a patient in need thereof 
comprising the step of administering a topical formulation, 

wherein said formulation comprises epidermal growth factor as the sole 
active agent, and wherein the patient is a human being. 

12. (New) The method according to claim 11, wherein the topical formulation 
contains EGF in a concentration of 0.01 to 50 micrograms/gram formulation. 

1 3. (New) The method according to claim 11, wherein the topical formulation 
contains EGF in a concentration of 0.5 to 20 micrograms EGF/gram formulation. 

14. (New) The method according to claim 11, wherein the formulation further 
comprises an anti-inflammatory product. 

1 5. (New) The method according to claim 14, wherein the formulation is a 
topical cream containing 0.1 to 3% (w/w) of sulfadiazine and 0.5 to 20 micrograms 
EGF/gram formulation. 

16. (New) The method according to claim 14, wherein the formulation 
comprises 10gg EGF and 1% (w/w) sulfadiazine. 

1 7. (New) A method for treating psoriasis in a patient in need thereof 
comprising the step of systemically administering 0.001 to 10 micrograms of EGF/kg 
body weight. 
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
